With the completion of Building D, 
the training of doctors-to-be at 
IPFW has become a reality.

Franklin Bryan is heading up the 
blossoming program as its director, 
and four medical students are now 
taking classes in Building D. The 
program \s the fruition of 11 years of 
planning and waiting by Bryan 

“In 1970, the state of Indiana faced 
a problem," Bryan said. “'Not 
enough doctors were being trained 
to serve our communities.” The 
Indiana Statewide — Medical 
Education Board had to remedy this 
situation as quickly as possible. 


Med center opens 


Instead of building a new medical 
school, which would cost millions of 
dollars and take five years in 
planning and construction, the board 
opted to go with a decentralized 
program of satelite medical centers. 

Seven sites were designated as 
centers, all to be modeled after the 
Bloomington facility. Besides the 
Indianapolis hub, the centers in- 
clude the Northwest center at 
Gary's regional 1,U. campus, the 
Notre Dame campus at South Bend, 
the Muncie center at Ball State, the 
West Lafayette center associated 
with Purdue, Indiana State's center 
at Terre Haute, the Evansville 
center, and the Fort Wayne center, 
Bryan said 

“Problems with space and staff 
were the main reasons the Fort 
Wayne center has been the last to 
become a reality," Bryan said.

Chemical warfare ends

No more chemical warfare on 


campus, Janet Averbeck — sald, 
referring to the experiment in 
biological control of greenhouse insect 
pests she and James Haddock, 
associate professor of _ biological 
sclences, began 18 months ago. 

Averbeck, an —_agriculture- 
horticulture major and manager of the 
IPFW greenhouse for the past two-and- 
a-half years, got the idea for the ex- 
periment from an article in Hor- 
ticulture magazine after taking an 
entomology class with Haddock 

Through the use of parasites and 
predatory insects, control of 
Rreenhouse pests has been achieved 
without the use of chemical sprays for 
the last 14 months. Averbeck said this is 
encouraging proof that it can be a 
viable and practical means to eliminate 
the costly and troublesome use of 
chemicals in the greenhouse and will 
probably lead to further research: 
projects. 

Harold Davies, acting chairman of 
the IPFW biology department, who has 
been “more or less in charge"’ of the 


greenhouse since its completion in 1964, 
said the greenhouse is very adequately 
fulfilling its original purposes. Those 
purposes are to provide a display of 
plants not native to this area and 
climate, to supply primitive plant 
species for study materials, and to 
allow a place where students and 
faculty members may conduct ex- 
periments and research such as the one 
now in progress, 

In addition to the primitive plant 
species on display, which include a very 
large century plant, palms, and 
numerous varieties of ferns and suc- 
culents, visitors now would see 
hibiscus, oleander, bougainvillaea, and 
begonlas blooming in colorful profusion 
against the lush greenery in the semi- 
tropical atmosphere of the greenhouse 
along with a bird-of-paradise resting 
from recent flowering between several 
imposing stag-horn ferns and banana 
plants. 

‘Averback said she is pleased to show 
the greenhouse, which is located behind 
Kettler Hall, to interested students or 
faculty. She may be contacted at the 
biology department on campus to 
arrange a time. 


Honors program considered

Establishment of an honors program 
and distribution of faculty office space 
were the main topics of discussion when 
the IPFW Joint Faculty Senate met 
Sept. 14. 

Rudy Svoboda, associate professor of 
mathematics, recommended = ac 
ceplance of the honors program 
proposal, which consists of special 
courses devoted to developing the 
potential of gifted students. Svoboda 
said the coursework should be modified 
to Include the associate degree level 
and to have some courses satisfy 
general education requirements. 

Lowell Beineke, —_ professor 
mathematics, said the one 
fourth course load reduction for the 
faculty member serving as program 
administrator be removed Michael 
Downs, associate professor of political 
Science, suggested that instead of the 
course load reduction that additional 
money be paid to the administrator 
since “reduction of hours often 
removes effective professors" from the 
classroom. 

Arthur Friedel, associate professor of 
chemistry, questioned whether the 
program would increase bureaucracy: 
in the course approval process: 
Svoboda said that going through the 
honors council was only necessary for 
courses to be approved as honors 
courses. 

Also in the meeting, James Tobolski, 
associate professor of biological 
sciences, reported on the progress of 
the reallocation of office space for 
faculty members. He said although the 


initial objective was to provide a 
private office for each full-time faculty 
member, the addition of 24 faculty 
members in the spring made that ob- 
jective impossible to implement 

Edward A. Nicholson, vice- 
chancellor for academic affairs, said 
the committee Tobolski headed had 
tried to accommodate all requests and 
would “probably get flak and no 
thanks'’ for its fob. He also said starting 
Oct, 15, the Arts and Letters faculty 
would begin its move into Building D, 
followed in late October by the music 
department. 

In other business: 

— Chancellor Joseph P. Giusti 
reported that the Board of Advisors had 
met and recommended the transfer of 
the license of WIPU to Public Broad- 
casting of Northeastern Indiana 
{(PBND. 

— Arthur Finco, professor of 
mathematic education and Purdue 
senate speaker, reported that work was 
progressing on the formulation of a 
common fringe benefit package for 
faculty 

= David McCants, professor in 
and chairperson of the department of 
communication, reported that a 
second draft of the bylaws for the joint 
faculty senate was being completed. 

— Chancellor Giusti announced that a 
budget information meeting would be 
held on Sept. 10. John R. Carnaghi, 
vice-chancellor for financial affairs, 
said the purpose of that meeting was 

‘to inform the faculty of gross budget 
items such as comparing various 
departmental budgets.””

Senate votes to buy TVs 


The Student Senate voted on Sept. 16 
to spend $1,980 on two televisions and 
deferred action to spend $208 on another 
television and magazines 

Senator Bruce Clark introduced three 
bills. The bills were to allocate money 
to purchase new 21-inch color television 
sels for the Walb Memorial Union TV 
lounge, the Building D lounge and the 
Learning Resource Center (LRC) 

In support of the television for the 
Walb Memorial Union TV lounge, Clark 
played a tape recording of a student's 
request for a new television and noted 
that the cost of repairing the present TV 
was prohibitive. 

Clark said the $1,100 price tag for the 
new TV for the Walb Memorial Union 
TV lounge resulted from modifications 
necessary to make it capable of 
receiving special cable TV signals such 
as the one which presently broadcasts a 


course taught by the philosophy 
department. 

‘The bill was passed unanimously, and 
Clark's second bill, to spend $780 to 
purchase a television for the building D 
lounge was passed with two negative 
votes and two abstentions. 

Clark's third bill, to spend $780 for a 
television for the LRC, encountered 
‘opposition. Senator Steve Westrick 
said, "We have no business spending 
student money for academic depart- 
ments when they have their own 
budgets, It is like buying a cadaver for 
the medical school,”” 

Senator Don Guffey agreed, saying 
“They (LRC) are really well equipped. 
The system has worked well.’” 

Clark said the television was 
necessary and would serve as an 
educational aid for all the students. 
“The LRC purchased new equipment 


for building D, but they need equipment 
so badly that itis already being used 
throughout the campus," Clark said 

Westrick attempted to amend the bill 
to have the TV placed in the Kettler 
Hall lounge. “This is the students’ 
money. I think we should put it where 
the students will useit,"' Westrick sald 

Senator Ron Diehl disagreed, citing 
the desire to encourage students to 
come to the Walb Memorial Union. 
"Also, down at Ketller, those people are 
animals,” Diehl sald. “As far as 
putting a brand new, cableready TV 
down there for the animals to attack, 
(it) is utterly senseless and waste of 
money." 

Diehl later added that with the 
present bill, the equipment would be 
available upon student request from the 
LRC. When Westrick asked Diehl what 
would happen if one of the animals from: 


Keltler requested the TV, Diehl replied 
that "Dr. Balthaser (director of the 
LRC) can recognize an animal when he: 
seesone.”’ 

Westrick’s amendment was defeated, 
and the Senate voted to defer action on: 
the bill until further information was 
available, 

Westrick then read a bill to spend 
$2850 for the U.S. Congressional 
Hardbook and the Washington Infor- 
mation Directory to assist in the 
Senate's legislative affairs, When: 
Guffey asked Westrick whether he 
would forego the purchase of the 
magazines {f the library had them, he: 
replied that he would not go to the 
library to use them, The expenditure 
‘was decided at the Sept, 23 meeting 

In other business, Jennifer Sowers 
WAS approved as an executive 
assistant. . 


Theatre students protest imposed ratios

The meeting that never was. 

That best describes what occurred 
Monday, Sept. 14, in the PIT, where 21 
theatre majors gathered {o meet with a 
Student Senate representative to 
discuss a little known resolution passed 
by the Senate last April 


The meeting was organized so that 
the Senate could learn the students’ 
feelings about Resolution B3162, 
initiated by representatives Steve 
Westrick and Suzy Scare, which 
stipulates that each PIT production be 
cast with at least 70 percent students. If 
the Senate decides to enforce the 
resolution, which is still under 
discussion, they would do so by making 
ita condition of monetary allocations to 
the theatre department in their annual 
budget meeting 

‘A previous ruling, passed by the 


Senate in April, 1979, required a 55 
percent overall representation by 
students in PIT productions, The ruling 
included both onstage and backstage 
participation 

The Senate representative did not 
attend the Monday meeting. However, 
the students present clearly voiced 
their opposition to any increase in 
student ratios in PIT casts. 

The meeting was arranged by 
Jeffrey Huberman, theatre department 
chairman, when he was unable to keep 
an appointment with Scare and 
Westrick to discuss the resolution. He 
felt a discussion about it should include 
theatre students since they would be 
directly affected 

Scare and Westrick decided not to 
attend) the meeting, saying they had 
planned to meet with students after 
they met with Huberman 

Students who attended the meeting 
were unanimously against any increase 


in student casting ratios. They 
repeatedly expressed the fear that 
productions would suffer in quality asa 
result of increasing student ratios in 
casting. 

The students contend on-stage ex- 
perience is gained through in-class 
productions and that to rasie per- 
centages of students in all PIT casting 
would artificially reduce competition 
by assuring parts to individuals 
regardless of talent or capabilities 

Scare contends however, that PIT is 
supposed to teach students about 
theatre and give them practical ex- 
perience on stage, She claims other 
miversities, such as Butler, use 
students to make up their casts, not 
outsiders, and that IPFW students 
aren't fully aware of the possibilities 
and advantages of all-student 
productions. 

After the resolution was passed by 
the Senate, a poll was taken by Holden

HPER building to gain ‘A’ parking

The Joint Traffic and Parking 
‘Committee met recently, and one topic 
they discussed was a request by John 
Ulmer, dean of student services, to 
change the row of spaces nearest the 
new HPER building from “B" to ‘A’ 


parking. 

“Tt was decided,"" said John F. 
Rosencras, assistant professor of 
mechanical engineering technology 
and head of the traffic committee, 
“that since a number of faculty 
members are moving out of Kettler 


_ Hall over to the new HPER building, 


the “‘A"" lot over on the south side of 
Kettler will be changed to “B’ so there 
‘will not be any loss of parking spaces to 
"B sticker holders.” 

“AM stickers are only ayailable for 
faculty and staff members at a cost of 
$40, whereas "B" stickers are offered 
to anyone and cost $5, said Maurice 
Shady, captain of the university police. 
“There are 2,613 parking spaces at this 
time — 374 “A"" spaces, 173 meters, 23 
handicapped spaces, and the rest are 
“B' spaces,"” Shady said. 

"The basic philosophy behind this 
request.”” Ulmer said, “is that every 


building should have some ‘A’ parking 
spaces. '"A"" stickers cost more than 
“"B" stickers, so this denotes certain 
privileges," he added. 

“The reason the '"A’* parking will be 
so close to the HPER building is 
because the staff and teachers need to 
have ready access to come and leave 
the building,'"Ulmer said. 

“The parking situation is bad,” 
Ulmer continued, ‘but last year we had 
an excess of spaces over by the 
basketball courts. This is a long way to 
walk, but there just isn’t the funds to 
put in new parking areas if it isn't 
absolutely necessary."" 


Maecker, Senate representative, and 
Ellen Engleman, vice-president of the 
student body.

“J feel the resolution was wrong and 
was not fully investigated.

Twenty-eight inquiries were mailed 
to IPFW theatre majors. Responses 
were received over the summer. 
Approximately 15 of the polls were 
returned with only 2 in favor of the new 
resolution. Engleman said that several 
phone responses strongly rejecting the 
70 percent rule were also received but 
not recorded.

To The Editor: 

With regard to recent 
concerns over the activities 
of Student Senate, I feel 
compelled to point out 
several biases which have 
ed not only to inaccuracies, 
but also to an unproductive 
image of the Student Senate. 

First, regarding the letter 
to the editor of Sept. 17: 
senator Clark implies that 
student body president Ken 
Schenk is pushing for higher 
activity fees.
